Mak* Sure That Animals Are Not Af- 


flicted With Lice—Oilers Are 


Quite Common.

It Is well to keep close track of the 


hogs and make sure that they are not 
afflicted with lice. 
Lice are blood- 


sucking parasites. They lower the vi- 
tality of hogs, not ouly by sucking the 
blood but by continual irritation which 
gives the hog no rest. 
When hogs 


have many lice they will not do well 
und will lose flesh, becoming much 
weakened in condition and thus more 
susceptible to disease. 


There are various methods of get- 


ting rid of lice. Hog oilers are quite 
•Common, though tlie crude oil which 
Is used in them may be applied to the 
tog directly with a brush. The hogs 
may be dipped two or three limes nt 


i Intervals of about ten days, using some 


reliable coal-tar dip or disinfectant.

KEEP CLOSE TRACK OF HOGS 


Mak* Sure That Animals Are Not Af- 


flicted With Lice—Oilers Are 


Quite Common. 
' 


It Is well to keep close track of the 


hogs and make sure that they are not 
afflicted with lice. 
Lice are blood- 


sucking parasites. They lower the vi- 
tality of hogs, not ouly by sucking the 
blood but by continual irritation which 
gives the hog no rest. 
When hogs 


have many lice they will not do well 
und will lose flesh, becoming much 
weakened in condition and thus more 
susceptible to disease. 


There are various methods of get- 


ting rid of lice. Hog oilers are quite 
•Common, though tlie crude oil which 
Is used in them may be applied to the 
tog directly with a brush. The hogs 
may be dipped two or three limes nt 


i Intervals of about ten days, using some 


reliable coal-tar dip or disinfectant.
